NO SIGNS OF PEACE 


Philadelphia, Feb. 
16— (JP)— 


\Vlolence flared on Philadelphia's 
strike front today as weary work- 
ers plodded to their jobs despite 
the walkout of subway, bus, trol- 
ley and taxi workers. 


Police reported three motorists 
were attacked by roving gangs of 
men. 
Detectives said they did 
not establish who the assailants 
were but that In each case the vic- 
tims said they were accused of 
hauling passengers for fare. The 
men attacked, one of whom was 
hurt, seriously, denied the accus- 
ation. 
The outbreak came on the sec- 
ond day of a strike by 3,500 AFL 
taxi drivers and the sixth day 
since 11,000 CIO Transport Work- 
ers Union members quit their jobs 
on subways, trolleys and buses. 
Public transportation facilities In 
the nation's largest city virtually 
are paralyzed. 


Meanwhile, the 4,000,000 resi- 
dents of the Philadelphia area con- 
tinued to 'scramble to -work by 
whatever means they could find. 
Jammed-to - capacity 
suburban 
railway trains and automobiles 
carried some. Others put on their 
walking shoes. 


Negotiating- sessions resumed 
today at the offices of the U. S. 
Conciliation Services. 
Represen- 
tatives of the Philadelphia Trans- 
portation Company and' the union 
continued their talks but settle- 
ment of -the wage dispute seem- 
ed far away.

The jtrlke of nearly 4,000 Yel- 
low Cab Company ^and independ- 
ent drivers continued despite the 
pleas of Charles Pirolli, president 
Of local 166, AFL-Taxl Drivers 
Union, that the men' go back to 
work. 
Most of the taxi drivers walked 
out 24 hours ahead of the strike 
deadline voted on by the member- 
ship last week. 
But a voice vote of the mem- 
bers yesterday approved the walk- 
out and another vote called for a 
meeting today to hear reports of 
negotiation progress. 
Although thousands of Phila- 
delphians had to walk or "thumb" 
to work and buy the family gro- 
ceries, car pools and employer-ar- 
ranged transportation eased the 
plight of others. 


The Pennsylvania Railroad and 
the Reading Railroad operated ad- 
ditional schedules and arranged 
time-tables to meet the peak travel 
times in the morning and evening- 
rush hours. 
PTC vehicles normally carry 
a daily load of some 3,200,000 pas- 
sengers and Yellow Cabs 105,000 
persons. 
For hotel guests, the 27-mem- 
fcer hotels of the Philadelphia ho- 
tel Association arranged to pro- 
vide free transportation to and 
from railroad stations for all their 
guests. The free rides also take 
guests to air terminals. 
Meanwhile in Harrisburg- state 
legislators took steps to outlaw 
transit shutdowns in the state. 


To Philadelphia business the., 
double strike meant millions of dol- 
lars in losses. Retail trade was off 
50 per cent and downtown depart- 
ment stores announced cancella- 
tion of night shopping tonight. 
Many firms staggering working 
hours and dismissed help early to 
ease home-bound traffic jams. 
Attendance at 
public 
schools 
varied from 41 to 88 per cent. 
The absence of taxi cabs and 
buses eased some of the traffic on 
Philadelphia streets. But it was 
still bumper-to-bumper driving at 
peak hours. 


Washington, Feb. 
16—(JP)— 
Angry disagreement developed in 
congress today over a multi-billion 
dollar veterans penson bill which 
barreled through the house veter- 
ans committee 
yesterday amid 
cries of "dictatorship." 
Disputing charges of using dis- 
tatorial methods in obtaining com- 
mittee approval, Chairman Rankin 
(D-Miss) endeavored to override 
administration opposition and force 
a quick house vote on the pension 
proposal. 


Although President Truman has 
let it be known there is no place 
for veterans pensions in his bud- 
get, Rankin predicted it would 
carry by a landslide in both house 
and senate if brought to a vote. 
The bill would pay $90 a month 
to the 18,800,000 veterans of both 
World Wars when they reach 65 
years of age, provided they served 
at least 90 days and were not dis- 
honorably dischargfed. 
The first year's cost of the pen- 
sion in its present form has been 
estimated at $129,000,000, increas- 
ing annually to an ultimate peak 
of $6,000,000,000 a year by 1990. 
The -measure was' approved in 
an uproarious closed-door session 
of the committee lasting a little 
over an hour.- 
Mid-way of the deliberations, six 
members of the 
committee—all 
Democrats—stalked out in pro- 
test against what they 
charged 
were Rankm's "high-handed" tac- 
tics.Rep. Huber (D-Ohlo), one of 
those who took a walk, said the 
dissenters were considering writ- 
ing; a minority report to "set forth 
our views."

Beloved Former Bishop Of 
Erie Diocese Dies In Buffalo 


The Rt. Rev. John Chamberlain Ward, who made many friends in 
Warren both In and outside his own denomination in the years in 
which he served as bishop of the Episcopal Diocese of Erie, died Tues- 
day in Buffalo General Hospital. 


Aged 75, he was admitted to the hospital on January 31, having 
been in an unconscious state since a stroke suffered last Wednesday. 
John Chamberlain Ward was born in Elmira, N. Y., on. August 27. 
1873, and was graduated with honors from Harvard University in 1896. 
Three years later, he was graduated from General Theological Semin- 
ary in New York City. 


He was made a deacon In 1899 and advanced to the priesthood in 
1900, both at the hand of the late Bishop William D. Walker. He was 


•^.rector of St. Stephen's church in 


Buffalo from 1899 to 1902 and of 
Grace church in that city 
from 
1902 until 1921. 


He was consecrated bishop of the 
Erie Diocese in the latter church 
on April 13, 1921, and served in 
that office until he 
retired 
on

Erie, Feb. 16—(&)—April in 
February today seemed likely to do 
thousands of dollars damage in 
the rich Lake Erie shore fruit belt 
in New York and Pennsylvania.

Injunction Is Denounced By 
Green At Committee Meet 


Washington, Feb. 
16—(JP)—If 
the government had jailed John L. 
Lewis in the 1948 coal strike the 
miners would have "stood like the 
rock of Gibraltar and never mov- 
ed," AFL President William Green 
told senators today. 


Green made the statement to the 
senate labor committee in oppos- 
ing the Taft-Hartley law provis- 
ion which lets the government get 
80-day injunctions against "nation- 
al emergency" strikes. 


The government did get an In- 
junction last year when the Unit- 
ed Mine Workers headed by Lev/is 
struck la a diapuU ever a e*naion 


fund.

Washington, Feb.

Secretary of State 
Acheson in- 
sisted today that the United States 
intends to make 
the proposed 
North Atlantic pact an effective 
security alliance. 
He denied that this country is 
backing away from its declared 
policy to do that. 
At his news conference today, 
Acheson cited as a principal state- 
ment of American policy President 
Truman's inauguration speech of 
January 20. 
In that speech, Mr. Truman said 
the primary purpose of regional 
defense agreements 
under 
the 
United Nations charter "is to pro- 
vide unmistakable proof 
of 
the 
joint determination of the 
free 
countries to resist armed attack 
from any quarter." 


Acheson said he thinks the Sen- 
ate's foreign policy leaders, Sen- 
ators Connally (D-Tex) and Van- 
denberg (R-Mich) and the State 
Department are all seeking the 
same thing in the Atlantic treaty 
project. 
In a statement, Acheson declar- 
ed:"With regard to the North At- 
lantic pact now under discussion, 
I should like to emphasize that 
there* are no real differences 
in 
regard to the obj stives which this 
government is seeKing 'to accom- 
plish." 
The secretary also reported that 
he hopes soon to have "a complet- 
ed treaty rest. He said the text 
wiH be made public. 
Djscussiona _are' going on simul- 
taneously with senate leaders and 
with representatives of key Euro- 
pean countries. 
The question whether the Unit- 


ed States has backed down from 
the idea of giving the 
western 
countries an effective promise of 
American military help, in event 
they are attacked, arose as a re- 
sult of debate in the senate on the 
defense clause of the treaty pro- 
ject. 


On Monday Senators Connally 
and Vandenberg declared that the 
American government could not 
enter into an automatic commit- 
ment to go to war. Connally also 
challenged the idea that the Unit- 
ed States would have a "moral ob- 
ligation" to fight in case one of 
the alliance members was attack- 
ed.The European press thereupon 
accused the United States of back- 
ing down or running away from its 
previous strong position. 
In his statement, Acheson re- 
viewed various policy declarations 
on the Atlantic treaty project in 
recent weeks. He said that if Am- 
erican policy is now as it has been 
in the past, of course there has 
been no backing down. 


Opposition appeared to be grow- 
ing steadily stronger in the senate 
against approving any kind of 
pledge which would automatically 
involve this country's armed as- 
sistance to another member of the 
alliance. 


While the North Atlantic treaty 
draft is still secret, it is known 
that it has contained to date a 
statement of the principle that an 
attack on any one member of the 
alliance would be considered 
an 
attack on all of them.

• "I don't think it is possible to get out of this situation without 
some flooding-," Maj. Gen. Lewis A- Pick, operation snowbound com- 
mander, had warned. 
There is a large flood potential on all major Missouri tributaries, 
said Gen. Pick, whose regular job has been that of Missouri river div- 
ision engineer. How much £Lood--J- 
ing there Is, would depend on how j , 
the snow melts. 
The-weather" bureau, sounded a 
note of hope, but even that had 
a bitter Ting for winter-weary Ne- 
braskans. 
A late spring, «ald the bureau, 
would allow nature to work Its 
own solution to the flood problem. 
On the other-hand, a big thaw 


In the next few days would be the 
best bet for a big flood. 
This .Is the way the weather bur- 
eau sizes it up: 


For weeks, the vast blizzard- 
struck areas of the upper Missouri 
basin have been storing up a snow- 
reserve. There has been little 
thawing,' and new snow has been 
piled on old. 


When the snow melts, it must 
either evaporate, soak into the 
ground or run off. 


Evaporation would be negligible, 


if a lot of snow melted in the next 
few days. Over a period of weeks, 
however, evaporation could carry 
off a substantial amount of mois- 
ture. 
In most places, not much mois- 
ture will soak into the ground

Czech Trials 
Surrounded 
By Secrecy 


Munich, Germany, Feb. 16—\JP) 
—Strict secrecy surrounded the 
opening today of the first of five 
"Czech spy trials" before an eight- 
man U. S. military commission. 
The chairman of the military 
commission, which Is empowered to 
impose the death penalty, has 
ruled that revelation of the trial 
testimony or even of the identity 
of the accused would endanger the 
security of the United States. 
The chairman, Brig. Gen. John 
L. McKee, said the court would not 
make public Its verdict. 
The 
charge ia sale of important secret 
information to the Communist- 
dominated Czech government. 
He said the same rules would 
apply to the fifth -case, but that 
the second, third and fourth trials 
w^uld be public. 
The series of trials have been 
known in Germany as the "Czech 
spy trials." When the U. S. Army 
reported the arrest of about 20 
alleged agents last fall they were 
identified as members of a Czech 
intelligence ring, although most of 
them were not of Czech national- 
ity-Five military policemen this 
morning brought a slight, dark- 
haired man of about 30 into the

Diplomats Express To Pope 
Condolences Over Cardinal 


Vatican City, Feb. 16—(^P)—Diplomats of 33 nations today ex- 
pressed to Pope Pius Xn their condolences on the sentencing of Josef 
Cardinal Mindszenty of Hungary to life imprisonment. 
The pontiff in an address of gratitude termed the mass audience 
unique in the history of the Holy See's diplomatic relationships. Speak- 
ing in French, he said he awaits the "hour when all nations put forth 
friendly hands to collaborate for*, 
the restoration of humanity at 
present torn, by hatreds and dis- 
cords." 
Of the diplomats accredited to 
The Vatican who were in Rome to- 
day only Yugoslav Charge d'Af- 
faires Petar Benzon failed to at- 
tend. 
He pleaded illness. 
Two 
years ago Yugoslavia sentenced 
for 16 years another high Catho- 
lic, Archbishop Alojzijc Stepinac, 
on charges of collaborating with 
the Germans.

HAROLD G. IRWIN, JR., VICTIM 
OF EARLY MORNING ACCIDENT 
ON RT. 27 NEAR PITTSFIELD 


Harold G. Irwin, Jr., 31, superintendent of the Irwin Manufac- 
turing: Company of Garland, was killed instantly today at 2:40 a. m. 
when his car left the road on a curve in Route 27 near Pittsfield, 
plunged over an embankment and struck a large maple tree. The car, 
a 1948 Studebaker convertible coupe, was demolished. 
The accident occurred just west of the bridge at Pittsfield and 
was the third fatality to occur on Warren county highways this year. 
Irwin was returning home from a business trip to Buffalo and ia 


believed to have fallen asleep at the wheel. 
Investigation by State Police, Sheriff L. E. Linder and Coroner 
Ed C. Lowrey disclosed the car ran off the right side of the road onto 
the berm, and then plunged over the embankment. 
The accident was discovered by members of the Albin H. Abra- 


ham family, of Pittsfield, who live a short distance from the scene. 
Mrs. Abraham said she was awakened by the constant blowing of 
an automobile horn. Family members saw the car over the embank- 
ment, and 
upon 
investigation^.

found Ir\vin was slumped over the 
steering wheel.

Liquid Oxygen 
Is Subject Of 
Student Talk 


Dr. Paul C. Saunders, professor 


! of chemistry at Alfred University,

He then conducted a aeries of 


experiments, showing the extreme 
low temperature of the oxygen by 
freezing grapes, an egg, mercury, 
alcohol, and rubber into solids. He 
explained, also, that when this ox- 
ygen comes in direct contact with 
the skin, it will burn severely. 


He explained that liquid air is 


used for resuscitation and pneu- 
monia cases and as a source of 
oxygen and nitrogen for industrial 
uses. 
It will run an engine, as 


he demonstrated with a toy, but 
the liquefying process is too ex- 
pensive to make this use practical. 


Dr. Saunders concluded his lec- 


ture, touching the biological sci- 
ences, by freezing goldfish in th« 
oxvgcn and then placing- it in cold 
water, where it resumed its natur- 
al state of liveliness.

BUSINESS MIRROR 


Blow hot, blow cold, this winter's freak weather has 


cost industry many millions, tays a business writer for 
The Ai»ociated Press in New York. It also has cost—and 
thii can't be put In dollars—many lives and untold human 
want and misery. 


Mild, open weather in the northeastern quarter of the 


nation has taken a heavy toll in lost sales dollars. Blustery 
cold in the western half of the country has drained away 
million! more in damaged facilities, frozen livestock, ruined 
crop* and paralyzed flow of trade. 


It'i the sadder because it can't be blamed on poli- 


ticians, or even the law of supply and demand. Everyone 
has hit pet theory as to the cause of bad weather. Busi- 
nessmen know its cost. 


Eastern industries have seen income hopes dashed 


as "spring in February" cuts demand for cold weather 
goods and cervices include: coal, natural gas, and fuel 
oil, retail clothing and blankets, and the ski resorts, whose 
revenue drop probably exceeds $5 million. 


Balmy breezes this winter sent anthracite sales down 


nearly 88 p«r cant from last. Natural gas sales in the 
Ohio valley slumped sharply. Both industries rely heav- 
ily on a peak house heating load, which this year hasn't 
arrived. 
* 


Western industries punished by blizzards include: Tele- 


phoae, electric utilities, livestock, citrus, winter produce, 
and the tourist crop. Now they are worrying about floods 
when the snow melts. 


The Southwestern Bell Telephone System estimates 


that when the isobars went on. a spree on the January 
weather maps the telephone lines were damaged to the tun* 
of $10 million. In the northwest the loss is put at $280,000. 
The American Telephone & Telegraph Co.'s long lines 
suffered $1 million damage in the January storms, mostly 
in the southwest. There was lesser damage to lines in 
Illinois and Michigan, and between New Orleans and th« 
Carolinaa. 


The electric utility fears tornadoes and hurricanes more 


than blizzards, but puts January storm damage to power 
lines Rt less than a million dollars, with the southwest 
again the chief victim. 


Mild, sunny weather in the east lost the utilities some 


revenue, since more electricity is burned on stormy than 
on pleasant days. 
But they made it up in the south, 


where unexpected cold sent people scurrying for every 
electric heating device they could lay hand to. 


When the Rio Grange lands and California were dipped 


in the deep freeze, many millions were lost in citrus, to- 
mato, potato and winter produce crops. 
Higher prices 


on these items also damaged the consumer's pocketbook aa 
far away as New England. 


Western livestock losses can't be totalled up until 


the snows melt and ranchers learn how much is left and 
how weakened the surviving cattle and sheep may be. 


ANALYZING SHOPPING COSTS 


Do women really enjoy shopping around from store to 


store looking for just the right article at the right price? 


Not really, says the Harvard Business Review, in a 


study of the lost sales opportunities in retailing. 
But 


this national habit, which the Review says is one of our 
greatest luxuries, is a costly one to retail merchants. The 
shopper takes the time of several salespeople, uses several 
fitting rooms or counters, tracks street dirt into each store 
•which must be cleaned by porter or proprietor. 


Thus the shopper adds to overhead. But the loss to 


the retailer does not stop there. For every $100 spent by 
customers in the first stores visited, there is an additional 
$87 they will spend if they go to a second or third store 
in their search for the desired merchandise. 


So the Review gives some advice to retail merchants: 


Be sure your merchandise offers a wide range of choice, 
and be sure you make every effort to please the customer. 
It's the big-unit sale that most often gets away. People 
don't shop for the 25-cent item; they do shop for the article 
costing $8 or more.

Waltham has found it impossible to corrpete against this differential, 
pays Cenerazzo. His remedy is to put a quota on Swiss imports, 
limiting them to the volume cf U. S. production.'

aay. 


One of the witnesses was Am- 


erican i> eaeratioa or j_.a.bor Presi- 
dent William Green, who testmed 
yesterday and figured m a sharp 
clash wich Senator Taft (.R.-Ohio;. 


Green on the whole backed the 


admmistiation plan to repeal the 
Tall-Hartley act and replaced it 
with a modified Wagner act call- 
ed the Tnomas Bill. . 


His criticism ot the Taft-Hart- 


ley act ied Taft, one of the co-au- 
thors, to accuse the AFL, ot seek- 
ing "extraordinaly special privil- 
ege." 


If the committee manages to 


question all ten scheduled witnes- 
ses today, it will still have almost 
20 more to face between now and 
Feb. 23. And even then the fight 
is just started. There are signs the 
labor battle will last until jslay or 
June, with the T-H act remaining: 
in force beyond the annual spring 
expiration of hundreds of labor- 
management contracts.
